PPLES are plentiful just now, 

and apart from cating, hem raw, 
there are many ways of using this 
nutritious fruit. 7 
Mere is sn economical and 
appetising apple jelly. You will 
only need the parings, cores, and pips 
of the apples; the remninder of the 
fruit can be stewed and served with 
custard, 


Put the parings, pips, ond cores in 
water—you will want enough to 
12 hours, In the 
morniny: boll for quarter vf an hour, 
and let the ‘Mquid run through oo 
jelly bag without belng pressed. Add 
one pound of sugar to u pint of julee, 


Put a little root singer into a 
muslin bag and drop it into the juice, 
which must boll steadily for 30 
minutes, then remove the ginger and 
boll for nnother three-quarters of an 
hour. Test to see if the jelly js sth 
and clear, as If so, It Is ready. : 


Sweet upples make o popular item 
on the menu. Take some large 
cooking, apples, which must be peel+ 

cored, and poached in a syrup of 
sugar, When you bnave drained the 
apples, put them on some portions of 
spongieake, A cup of lemon julce, 
a Htlle more sugar, and a spoonful 
of any Ieind of fresh fruit juice 
should then be added to the syrup. 


Stly the syrup car 
sugar is dissolved, then boil very 
quickly for }2 minutes, and pour 7a 
over the apples when cold. Place 
some Whipped cream on top. 


Appetising Salads 


A y nd is made by paring 
some apples and mixing them with 
watercress, with a dressing of lemon 
juice and yrated coconut skinied on 
top. 


For a still more original apple 
salad, take some apple’ slices, remove 
the cores, and soak the slice in 
French dressing. Replace the -cores 
with olives, which have been stuffed 
with cream cheese, and line a salad 
bowl with chopped celery and 
lettuce. Then place the apples on 
top. 


Pastry’ apples are  deliclous:— 
When you have peeled some apples 
tuke out the cores, You will then 
_need o good short pastry, which 
should be made with 44 Ib of butter, 
1% Ib of flour, a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, a teaspoonful of 
Iemon Juice, and the yolk of an egy 
This pastry should not be too moist, 
so be sparing with water in mixing. 


An apple js then placed in 1 round 
of the pastry, and when the hole In 
the middle of the apple has been 
filed up with sugar, the pastry is 
wrapped round, and ‘baked in a hot 
oven for about three-quarters of an 
hour. Medium sized apptes should 
be used for this sweet,

Support For Japan 
Categorically Denied 


Report Called 
“Pure Invention” 


The following telegram from the 
Vatican was received yesterday at 
the Catholic Misslon, Hongkong, for 
the Apostolic Delegate, relative to 
the rumours that have appeared In 
the papers during the last few days 
with regard to the alleged support 
of Japan in the war agalnst'China, 


“News has been published In the 
American papers, communicated by 
the Associated Press, regarding the 
position of the Holy See in the Sino- 
Jupanese conflict, The Holy Sce has 
declared that this news did not come 
from the Vatican authorities, is a 
pure Invention, completely false, and 
obviously malicious’. ‘ 


The telegram was, sent by Maer. 
Pizzardo, who {5 second in authority 
to Cardinal Pacelli, the Cardinal 
Sceretary: of State, and who was the 
oficial representative of the Holy 
See at the coronation of King Geovge 


The report referred to stated that 
the Holy Sce was fiving its support 
to Japan in the war against ‘China, 
because jt considered this war as one 
against Bolshevism, ‘The staterient 
has already been denied ns fantastic, 
and the Vatican believes It was in-+ 
tended to do harm to the Catholic 
Church in China and among the 
supporters of China, 


The fact that a special message 
about it has been - telegraphed to 
Hongkong by the Vatican is an 
Indiention of the determination of 
the Holy See to make its position 
clearly known to_ the people of 
China, states the Catholic Mission 
here.

The morning express from Canton 
at 8.15 am. arrives here at 11.25 om. 
and the afternoon express at 335 p.m, 
arrives at 7.10 p.m. The Canton fast 
train leaves at 1.10 p.m. arriving here 
at 451 p.m. The morning slow train 
from Canton Icaving at 640 a.m. 
reaches here at 12.43 p.m. while an- 
other slow traln Ieaves at 8.45 a.m. 
arriving here at 5.38 p.m., according 
to schedules. 

RIVER STILL CLOSED 

With the closing of the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway on Saturday, 
steamship companics with boats ply- 
ing between Hongkong and Canton 
revived their plea to the Canton 
Milltary authorities to re-open the 
Pearl River.

THE APOLOGISTS 


The Japanese apologists have 
made much of the “holy war" 
theme lately. It has been their 
contention that Japan is fighting 
for principles, not for glory, or 
acquisition or the.opportunity to 
expand, or anything #0 mundane. | 
‘The outcry against the threat 
of Bolshevism to Japan, allegedly 
creeping into China from 
Russia, has caught the ear of the 
Japanese public, has been popu- 
larly received, und the chorus 
‘has swelled and may rise higher. 
For it is human nature to be- 
lieve what one wants to believe;. 
and the Japanese are human, in 
spite of the doubt in Chinese 
minds. The appearance of the 
apologists, however, msy be a 
confession of weakness, or 
better, of doubt, Man, when 
confronted by the need for deci- 
sion relating to condtict, gener- 
ally makes his choice according 
to his conscience. If he takes a 
step thoughtlessly, and. commits 
himself completely, -he will de- 
fend his actions against all and 
any criticism, and will cast 
about for reasonable excuses. 
Happy is the conscience-stricken 
who can find an excuse ready to 
hand. He frequently becomes 
an apologist. Apologists usual- 
ly feel they have something to 
apologise for, 


When China signed a Pact 
of Non-Aggression with Soviet 
Russia recently she appeared to 
be putting into the hands’ of 
her enemies a very _ useful 
wenpon. Such a pact offered a 
tempting bait to defenders of 
Japanese agpressive action 
against the Nanking Govern- 
ment. The Pact was registered 
with the League of Nations soon 
after its signing on August 21, 
for China wanted the treaty to 
be binding and registration was 
essential to make it so. 


Article IMI of this Treaty de- 
finitely stipulates that rights and 
obligations arising out of trea- 
ties to which the parties are al- 
ready signatories cannot be in- 
terpreted as being affected by 
the new pact.

a cloth cap and mufiler would 
be no bar to admission. 

There are establishments 
where, from midnight on, smart- 
ly uniformed commissionaires 
will spring forward to opan your 
car door.and escort you into 
thickly carpeted foyers. There, 
after receptionists in evening- 
dress have inspected your invi- 
tation, and uniformed attendants 
have taken charge of your coat 
and hat, and after you have 
made your contribution of 7s. 6d. 
towards-the-entertainment, you 
will be ushered downstairs inta 
a beautiful ballroom with’ sup- 
per-tables sct round the dance 
floor. 

A first-class dance band is 
playing, shaded lights cast a 
glamorous glow over the scene, 
nnd many famous faces are 
recognisable.

CLUBS DOOMED? 


Urgent Need of 


: Better Facilities 


(By Marjorie Pollard) 


In tnese days’ wnen everything is 
belng done to urge all women and 
mirls to play seme game or other, I 
am almost afraid to far. the flame of 
enthusiasm, because the dimcultics 
with which team games are beset are 
so numerous. 

Every day I get requests from 
girls asking to be put in louch with 
a games club, I do my best, but 
I know that. often those games clubs 
are forecd by circumstances to have 
subscriptions that are prohibitive— 
thelr grounds are far awoy—and 50 
quite hnlf the requests I get end in 
disappointments. G 

There 1s no doubt thnt girls of 
school leaving nge ure very keen to 
go on playing team games.. They 
have. had coaching, and also they 
have tasted that satisfying Joy of 
being: one of a team, doing a job of 
work to a common end, 

DIFFICULTY OF GROUNDS 

It matters not whether the clubs 
are hockey or netbail—after quite an 
exhaustive look round, I find.the dif- 
ficulties are the same. Also, I would 
like to make ft very clear that nelther 
of these Associations hnve any pald 
officials, All work Is voluntary, and 
is done mostly by people who ure 
doing full-time jobs of importance 
as well, 

The greatest diMculty js still that 
of suitable grounds. Rents and up- 
keep haye gone up so tremendously 
that untcss something tangible — is 
done with all speed the private club 
is doomed. Also, have you noticed 
how much farther out of the town 
playing-ficlds ure creeping? This 
means thut it now costs money to get 
to the ficlds to play. 

This increase in cost wl has to #0 
on to the subscription, because wo- 
mcn's clubs do not stand or falt by 
the nurnber ond generosity of alist 
of vice-presidents. The only clubs 
that eon stand this cost are those 
whieh ure attached to and subsidised 
by factories, offices, colleres; and 
such to the ordinary games player 
are “closed.” 

“CLOSED” CLUBS 

Docs thls mean that in time all 
clubs will be representative of some 
office, factory, or college? Is the 
club that fs the joint effort of a sect 
of friends doomed? 


Unless something is done to coun- | J. 


teract the cost of a playing field, I 
am afraid it is, Or could not 
“olosed" clubs take, say, 25 per cent. 
of outsiders? A little Ieaven of this 
kind could do no harm, and [t would 
help tremendously. 

A great many unattached clubs are 
looking to the various parks commit- 
tees as their salvation, Would that 
all such committees: were like those 
at Ramsgate or Southend-on-Sea, 
where team gxamcs players thrive 
abundantly, and where their needs 
are appreciated. 

My experience has been that park 
committees think jn terms of foot- 
ball pitches, cricket pitches, swings,

andeancestor worship of the Japane. 
ese people, and owas, indeed, the 
only religion of the country untll 
Buddhism owas introduced the 
sixth century of thin era, 

The two faiths very naturally 
clashed, bul the diMeully was not 
over by the Buddh ndmitting: 
that the Shinto gods were manifes- 
tations of thelr awn deities.

This admixture ime te be known 
as Ryobu-Shinto, and for nearly a 
thousand years it remnined the State 
religion of Japan. But Buddhisin 
made amazing progress in Nippon, 
ro that the bulk of her milllons were, 
and still, are, of Buddhist faith, 

But fn the course of Jast century, 
when Japan bean to udopt Ocel- 
dental methods of progress, a reat 
waive of natural patriotism surged 
nerosa the country. The nristocratic 
nnd oficial classes, thelr rapid 
Westernisatlon notwithstanding, were 
anxious to stressand preserve every~ 
{hing that savoured of a national or 
racial orlgin. 

So, with the assistance of skilled 
native theologians and antiquarics, 
they disentangicd the pure doctrines 
of Shinto from the partly Buddhistic 
type of It which then obtained, and 
set it up once more In all its pristine 
purity as the State religion of the 
country. : 

The whole cconumy of Shintoism 
Js animistic; that ts, it fs a religion 
devoted to the worship of spirits, 
ancestral and elemental. It hus 
almost no cthical cade, any state- 
ment or code of morality being 
deemed unessentlal for persons of 
renson ond understanding. 

Yet  plety of outlook and state- 
ment, reminiscent of the Chinese, 
has gradually crept Into it, of which 
the bulletins of Japanese Gencrals 
and Admirals ore among the most 
snlient examples. Its gods and sub- 
gods arc practically innumerable, 
tradition roughly assessing their 
number at “from elghty to elgbt 
hundred myriads." Ly 
Ancestor Worship : 


The chief deities arc, quite logi- 
cally in u Nature-religion, the gods 
--of the sun, moon, and. earth, of the. 
elemonts, of the house, and others 
of more abstract quality and origin. 

Thig belief 1s, of course, merely an 
extension of the primitive idea that 
everything in Nature has a soul of its 
own, which Is known to students of 
comparative religion as “the doctrine 
of spirits.” : 

In Scotland, in ancient) ond pre- 
Celtle times, the aboriginal follk 
would appear to have possessed a 
faith very similar in its general fea- 
tures—a system of thought which 
left its remnants and traditfons in 
the bellef in fairies, who, we now 

know, are chiefly ancestral shapes, 
the spirits of those dead who dwelt 
in trees, tocks, and caves owalting 
rebirth. 

Along with these greater divinities 
are nssocinted deified = fcings and 
sages, but in Japan senreely any 
object escapes having a spirit or god 
attached to it, from the wind that 
sweeps across the cherry orchard to 
the kettles nnd pots on the hearth, 

But the central, effective, and 
oMelal position in thls spiritual 
gainxy ts that of the Imperial dynos- 
ty, which is deacended from fhe 
most Importont Nature gods. The 
Emperor himself is its high priest par 
excellence, and certain ‘cnstes of 
priests among the hereditary’ pricat~ 
hood also claim a divine ancestry. 

Indeed, as tlme proceeded, the 
ancestral portion of this system of 
‘pelief became paramount, and St Is 
not Improbable that this influence Js 
chiefly of Chinese origin. 

Shinto temples are severely plain, 
and {dols.are practically unknown, 
the representations of gods in Japan- 
ese art being duc almost entirely to 
the debnsed Chinese version of In- 
allan Buddhism which was introduced 
into the islands. - : 

But cach Shinto shrine dedicated 
ton god contains the shintai, or 

. “god-body,” of the delty, the symbol 
of his mitama, or “august soul.” This. 
may be «stone or a pillow or, indeed, 
any sacred object. _ 

“Above all, Shinto js a ‘domestle re=- 
Hgion, every house having Its shrine. 
nat which offerings are_made daily 
with scrupulous piety, “These usual~ 
ly consist of food und drink for the 
spirits of the fomily ancestors.

THE CINE 


In Russia to-day there are 28,600 
cinemas, as against 1,095 in 1917, and, 
though there Is a tendency in cities 


where alternative entertainment is 
provided to support the theatre In 
preference to the cinema, the ¢x- 
pansion of the Russian film Industry 
Is steadily proceeding. In 1936 
attendances in cinemas throughout the 
Sovict- Union numbered 650,000,000. 
These facts are. contained In a re- 
port on the Russian film industry 
published in the journal of the British 
Association of Cine-Technicians. The 
report has been’ prepared by Mr. 
Thorold Dickinson and Mr. Alan 
Luwson, two members of the general 
council of the association, who were 
given every facility by the Sovict 
Government to examine the position 
of the industry. 


The report does not review in detall 
the films seen by the visitors, but re- 
ference is made to one or two recent 
productions. The film most enjoyed 
was The Last Night, directed by M. 
Raisman, which told an exciting story 
of Moscow during the night before 
\the first day of the October revolu- 


tion. The scenario, it is reported, was 
well arranged, and the predominance 
ot action over dialogue and the 
welcome presence of u thread of 
comedy made It possible to follow the 
film with o minimum of linguistic 
Interpretation. The story described 
the events which Ilnked two families 
during that night: one was a work= 
‘dng-class family, avith every mem- 


“ber well characterized and acted, the 


other, a wealthy family of the pro- 
fessional class, with every member 
lacking character. Thin attitude to 
these not In sympathy with the prc- 
vailing order turned a promising 
drama Into commonplace propaganda. 

The proper development of the 
Soviet fin industry, the report con~ 
tinucs, will be handicapped so long 
as the. present policy remalngs un- 
changed. “The present vigilance will 
in time have to be relaxed in favour 
of a regular exchange of ideas and 
product with the world outside.” 
Natalka Poltaba, based on the 
Ukrainian opera of the same name, 
was made, for Instance, by ctaftsmen 
who had no knowledge of what had 
been done outside Russia in the matter 
of filming opera. The result was a 


film at once dull and uninspired. | 


“The trouble with the opera film was 
that, while the Russlans were strong 
In differentinting between = the 
technique of the stage and the screcn 
they had not yet been jolted out at 
an undue reverence for opera, and 
the adaptations from one medium to 
another were Inadequate. It ts just 
this Jolting, thls constant International 
flow of ideas and expert personnel, 
which has made Hollywood pre- 
eminent {in screen entertainment, 
superficial and insincere — thou: 
Hollywood tco often Js. In England

HANDLING OF NEWS 


The newsreel cameramen appear to 
“uve much more {reedom than the 
directors of feature Alms. They ure 
apparently {ree.to record ail the im- 


portant events of the day and they 
ure responsible for the selection of 
subjects, arrangument, direction, 
shooting, and cutting. Short: recls 
are Igsued as soon as possible, and 
longer versions made later for dis- 
tribution throughout the Union, The 
control of newsreels and documentary 
films 1s vested in the Newsree]l Filn: 
Trust, which has 18 sectional depots 
throughout the country, and, with the 
exception of the Moscow depot, cach 
is responsible for the Issue of one 
newsreel o month. Moscow issuca 
five newsrecls a month as well ng 12 
full-length documentary films devoted 
to historical, industrial, and ogricul- 
tural subjects. 

Very few forcign fims are Import- 
ed and the only two in circulation last 
May were Mr. Chaplin's Modern 
Times and The Invisible Man. The 
film section of the Central Committee 
on Art, which {s closely azsociated 
with the Government, regulates the 
planning of subjects og well ce.their 
subsequent execution. It has power 
over the choice of subjects, the right 
‘to'‘examine and veto the development 
of subjects In production, and com- 
plete censorship control of the finish- 
ed product. When the committee has 
passed a film with the approval of 
the Government, it Is glven a private 
performance before the critles and 
leading members of the film Industry. 

The average cinema, the report 
toys, has scata for 300 people, and 
travelling cinemas seats for 120, In 
both Moscow and Leningrad there are 
about half a dozen cinemas which 
present only new Alms. The single 
feature programme Is universal, 
though in same instances a newasrec! 
Is shown as well. In these cities per- 
formances ‘Jn the more Important 
clnemas last from noon till midnight, 
with a short interval between each 
programme. The two  newarecl 


gh} cinemas in: Moscow scat about 250 


people each and give a performance 
every half hour from 11 a.m, till mid- 
night. Most of the clnemas are of the 
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utmost simplicity in design, bare of 
any kind of decoration. - 


NEW GROUP OF STUDIOS 


There are studios in 10 citles In the 
Sovict Unton for the production of 
“ort” or “story” films, and this num- 
ber includes two studlos for the pro- 
duction of films for children. Moscow 
has two studios, Kiev two, Leningrad 
one, and the rdmalnder are situated 
at Odessa, Yalta, Tiflis, Erivan, Baku, 
Tashkent, Askabad, and Stalinabad. 
4 large. group of studlos js now boing 
built in the Caucasus and when this 
12 completed all the moro Important 
Sovict films will be made there, the 
site having been chosen for Its 
excellent: weather conditions and 
varied scenery, The Soviet film in- 
dustry Is at present too amall to 
nble to maintain players on a full time 
contract or to train them exclusively 


for the cincma, All regular players, 
therefore, divide thelr time betwen 
the stage and the screen, thelr salarics 
being regulated by ability -and’ not 
by demand, Playing in studios by 
day and on the stage at night is dis- 
couraged. Leading players, writers, 
and directors earn up to 2,000 roubles 
a month, > 
The plan to produce by 1938 on 
‘annual quantity of 1,000,000,000ft. of 
film stock will certainly not be fulfill- 
ed, the report adds, but “it is sufo to 
say that by now the Soviet Union is 
able to produce sufficient stock for 
its own requirements. In general, the 
quallty bas not. yet roached. the 
highest standard achteved abroad, and 
the leading Soviet cameramen are 
allowed to use European ond Ameri- 
can stocks when the subjects chosen 
eben delicate or exacting: pictorial 
effects." pasha ee

Put, the parings, pips, and cores In 
water—you will want 
float’*them for 12 hours, In_ the 
morning boil for quarter of an hour, 
and Jet the liquid run through 0 
‘Jelly bas: without being pressed, 
one pound of sugar to u pint of juce. 


Put a Uttle root ginger into a 
muslin bag and drop it into the juice, 
whieh must boll steadily for 30 
minutes, then remove the ginger and 
boll for anowher three-quarters of an 
hour, Test to see if the jelly Io suf 
nnd clear, as If so, [t is ready, 


Sweet apples mnke a popular item 
on the menu. Take some large 
cooking apples, which must be pecl- 
ed, cored, and poached Ina syrup of 
sugar, When you have drained the 
apples, nut {hem on some portions of 
spung.calce. A cup of lemon juice, 
a little more sugar, and a spoonful 
of-rny kind of fresh fruit juice 
should then be added to the syrup, 


Sur the syrup carcfully until the. 
cugar Is dissolved, then boll 
quickly for 12 monuccs, and pour 
over the apples when cold. Place 
some whipped cream on top, . 


Appetising Salads 
A tasty salad is made by paring 
some apples and mixing them wilh 
watercress, With n dressing of Icmon 
julce and grated coconut skinled on 
top. 


. For a still more original apple 
salad, take some apple slices, remove 
the cores, and sonk the slice in 
French dressing, Replace the cores 
with olives, which have been stuffed 
with cream cheese, and Une a salad 
bowl with chopped celery and | 
lettuce. Then place the apples on

The annals of Chinese martial 
history have been added to by a 
front Une observer at Nankow, who 
has brought back the herole tale of 
the lone survivor of a Chinese 
battalion which was completely wiped 
out in the sanguinary fighting at the 
Great Wall pass recently. 


The soldier was one of several 
hundred holding a strategic position 
4n the rocky crags around the Pass, 
stubbornly fighting back wave after 
wave of Japanese attacks for many 
consccuttve days. Shells, shrapnel, 
machine-gun bullets and aeroplane 
bombs from the attacking Japancze 
forces finally reduced the battalion to 
the one soldier and a large quantity of 
hand-grenades, machine-gun am- 
munition, rifle bullets, and other sup- 
plics. 


Taking stock of the situation, the | 


lone survivor decided that although 
he would not be able to stop the final 
Japanese offensive that was aure to 
come, it would not do for the supplies 
to fall into Japancse hands. 


With the ald of dry batteries and 
wires from a ficld communications 
outfit, he improvised a rough detona- 
tor out of hand grenades.’ He then 
plied the remaining hand grenades 
and ammunition over this, concealed 
the wires, and retreated to.a nearby 
hit, from which joint he kept a close 
watch on the Japanese movements, 


Early the next morning, the Japan~ 
ese launched their final drive, and the 
discovery of the pile of ammunition 
and grenades attracted a squad of the 
attackers, At an opportune moment, 

‘) the lone survivor set his appartaus to 
work and blew up the pile of ex- 
nlanines, Wlng all Japanese soldiers 
within a radius of mony yards.

vo the Editor, 

Hongkong Telegraph. 

Sir,—With the dostruction of the 
Kowloon-Canton ‘Railway Mne the 
lost means of communication be- 
tween Hongkong ‘and Canton has 
been destroyed there belng no road 
traMc between the two places so far, 

This has evidently lated not 
only Canton but Hongkong which 
depends upon Canton for its business 
and food supplies, Canton being the 
most important southern metropolis 
of China and a place of business. 

Jnpan’a object in destroying the 
Kowloon-Canton line has been two- 
fold. The first 1s perhaps to compel 
the Chinese authortics to open the 
river blockade, and secondly to stop 
the alleged transhipment of munl~ 
tions stores to Canton on the linc. 
The River hag been blocked by the 
Chinese and the railway now by the 
Japanese. The effect on the trade 
and commerce and the general living 
conditions in Hongkong will be un- 
imaginable if this double blockade 
not only of Canton but also of Hong- 
kong continucs. 

What has the Government 
Hongkong done in the matter? 

‘The danger to the Kowloon-Canton 
Rallway, part of which ts owned by 
the Briflsh and jn which there Is 
still large British investment, had 
been present for the Inst four weeks 
since the Canton-Hankow line came 
up for the Japanese attention, and it 
must have been anticipated an even 
longer tlme after the Japanese de- 
clared thelr intention of a blockade 
of China coast, May we know what 
steps were taken to tide over the 
present situation In Hongkong? 

The least that the Government of 
Hongkong can do is to run at least 
one small steamer Itke the Sui Tal 
once a day at Icust with malls, 
passengers and cargo escorted by a 
Britlsh gunboat and in agreement 
with the Japanese and the Chincse, 
so that the former shall not bomb 
the boat and the latter will leave a 
small channel open for the bont_as

kong? The Government must move 
to protect the general interests of 
the Colony and its residents.

account of engine-trouble during the 
preceding night. 

We were small, insignificant to 
outward seeming. Actually, we 
were as heavily armed and as swift 
as a destroyer. Because of our 
draggled shamelessness, We were not 
worth wasting o torpedo upon, We 
were fair target for Fritz’s guns, 
Or so we hoped—through many 
months. Then, one dawn, our hopes 
frulted. : 

Fritz Inspected us 
through his periscope. He quested 
around us at close range, and we 
could have bagged him with depth- 
charges, but preferred to make sure, 
The panic party abandoned ship in 
two boats, Apparently she was now 
deserted, . derelict.” Probably Fritz 
needed target practice, or muybe he 
wanted stores, 

He opened fire, hit us repeatedly, 
and we set’ off smoke-boxes to give 
the impression we were deserted and 
ablaze. He ‘came nearer .until he 
was within point-blank range. 

He Intended to question the boats, 
Which laid off about a thousand 
yards away, but “Up guns!” was the 
order aboard us. Our camouflage 
dropped. The guns leaped out. 
They were trained In a flash, 

Before the first disguising plate 
was down Fritz started to.submerge, 
obviously with the intention of 
giving us a torpedo, but o shell got 
him in a vulncrable spat, preventing 
him from diving, 

He then turned, desperately, to 
fight. One 4.1 gun against our two 
four-inchers. We hit him again. He 
hit us, and, finding the ducl grow 
hot, we suddenly increased to full 
speed and gave him our bow. 

We carved o rent in his whalebacle 
and he dived, but as he did so we 
depth-charged him. This brought 
him up, and he got the bow ngain. 
We lobbed two’more 4-Inch common 
shells into his vitals, and the result- 
ant smenr of oll wns genuine, nat 
faked. There were no _ survivorst 

It seems to me that if the present 
submarine menace is to be satis- 
factority scatched, some such method 
will again have to be employed.

It {a reported the battle was: very 
violent, with the Asturians stubborn~ 
ly resisting. After several 
frontal attacks had been ,carricd out 
by Gol. Vallln's forces, they success- 
fully ottempted.a flanking movement. 

The Loyallstsshave been caught in 
a pocket between Arriondas and the 
sea, With no exit except a road 
parailel to the coast which, it fs 
reported, the Nationalists are shell- 
ing with artillery. 


A corollary operation is being car- 
ried on south of Covadonga, where 
the Nationallsts are succeeding In 
joining armies operating on_ the 
Ponton sector, north-west of the 
Leon Province, They ndvanced six 
kilometres over a 20 kilometre front 
on both sides’ of the road between 
the Gangasdcones and Ponton hills. 

South of Arriondas, the Nation- 
alista claim to have repulsed the 
Asturlans' violent assault which 
sought to cut off the Natlonalists 
from thelr Mount Sueve base.—

Acid Thrower 
Convicted 


A young Chinese mon named Fu

Such a pact offered a 
tempting bait to -defenders of 
Japanese aggressive action 
agains the Nanking Govern- 
ment. The Pact was. registered 
with the League of Nations soon 
after its signing on August 21, 
for Chinn wanted the treaty to 
be binding and registration was 
essential to make it so. 


Article IIT of this Treaty de- 
finitely stipulates that rights and 
obligations arising out of trea- 
ties to which the partics are al- 
realy signatories cannot be’ in- 
terpreted as being affected by 
the new pact. The only other 
treaty in force between China 
and Russia pledges them “not to 
authorise on their respective 
territories the existence or 
activity of any organisation or 
groups whose purpose is to use 
violence against the Govern- 
ment” of the other party. They 
also pledge themselves “not to 
spread propaganda — directed 
against the political and social 
system of the other contracting

ARE WOMEN’S PRIVATE GAMES 
CLUBS DOOMED? 


Urgent Need of: 


“Better Facilities 


(By Marjorle Pollard) 


In tnese days wnen everything is 
being done to. urge all women ond 
girls to play some game or other, I 
am almost afraid to fan the flame of 
enthusiasm, because the difficultics 
with which team games are besct are 
£0 numerous. 

Every day I get requests from 
giris asking to be put in touch with 
a games club, I do my best, but 
1 know that often those games clubs 
are forced by circumstances to have 
subscriptions that are prohibitive— 
their grounds are far away--and so 
quite half the requests I get end in 
disappointments. 

There is no doubt that girls of 
school leaving nize ure very keen to 
go on ploylng team games, They 
have. had coaching, and also they 
have tasted that satisfying joy of 
being one of a team, doing a job of 
work to a common end. 


DIFFICULTY OF GROUNDS 


It matters not whether the clubs 
are hockcy or netball—after quite an 
exhaustive look round, I find the dif- 
ficulties are the same. Also, I would 
like to rnnke it very clear that neither 
of these Assoclations have any pald 
oMeclals, All work is voluntary, and 
is done mostly by people who are 
doing full-time jobs of importance 
as well. 

The greatest diMlculty Js stil) that 
of, suitable grounds, Rents nnd up- 
keep have gone up so tremendously 
that unless something tangible is 
done with all speed the private cluly 
ig doomed, Also, have you noticed 
how much farther out of the town 
playing-flelds are creeping? This 
means that It now costs moncy to get 
to the fields to play. 

This Increase In cost all has to su 
on to the subscription, because wo- 
men's clubs do not stand or fall by 
the number ‘and generosity of a lst 
of vice-presidents. © The only clubs 
that can stand this cost are those 
which ore attached to nnd subsidised 
by fnctorics, offices, colleges; and 
such to the ordinary games ployer 
are “closed.” 

“CLOSED” CLUBS 


Does this mean that In-time all 


“/elubs will be representative of some 


office, factory, or college?- Is the 
club thnt is.the joint effort of a set 
of friends doomed? p 

Unless something ig done to coun- 
teract the cost of a playing ficld, I 


am afroid it is. Or could not 
“closed” clubs tuke, say, 25 per cent. 
of outsiders? A LUttle leaven of this 
kind could do no harm, and it would 
help tremendously.

Japanese victorica in the Meid are 
usually: announced ns being duc to 
“the © excelling — virtue af the 
Emperor,’ and the precise aignif- 
cance of this and npimilar phrases 
which embellish the official language 
of Nippen must miturilly be obscure 
to tho majority of British readers. 
Istam we iknow and Buddhism we 
know, but what ts this sysiem of 
religion which fins done 80 much -to 
inspire the Japanese oMicial classes 
in the strugrle for commercial and 
territorial conquest wich they have 
ed to themselves ‘ 
*Bhinto (the word }s pronounced na 
"“ginto") means “The Way of the 
Gods," nnd Is really 0 Chinese word, 
the Japanese equivalent of whieh Is 
Kam'-no-Michi.  Shintoism In, in 
effect, the native polythelstic nature~ 
and-ancestor worship of the Jipan- 
esc people, and wits, indeed, the 
only religion of the country until 
Buddhism was Tnlepaaeee in the 
xth century of this era. 
us the two faiths very naturally 
clashed, but the diMeully was gol 
over by the Buddhista admitting 
that the Shinto sods were manifes- 
tations of thelr own deitles, 
Buddhists’ Compromtsc 


——— 

Thin admixture cume: tobe known 
a obu-Shinto, nnd far nearly i 
eoaeend years It remained the State 
religion of Japan, But Buddhism 
made amazing progress tn Nippor, 
so that the bulk of her miliions ‘were, 
and sill, arc, of Buddhist falth, 

But {in the course of last century, 
when Japan began to ndopt Occt- 
dental methods of progress, fircat 
wave of natural . patriotism surged 
neross the country. The aristocratic 
and oMcial classes, their rapid 
Westernisalion notwithstanding, were 
anxious to alress and preserve every- 
thing that snavourcd of a national or 
racial origin. 

So, with the assistance of skilled 
native theologlans and antiquarics, 
they disentangled the pure doctrines 
of Shinto from the partly Buddhistic 
type of it which then obtained, and 
set it up once more In all {ts pristine 
purity as the State religion of the 


untry, . 

The whole cconomy of Shintoism 
Is onimistic; that fs, it is a religton 
devoted to the worship ‘of spirits, 
ancestral and clemental. It hus 
almost no ethienl code, any stute- 
ment or code of morality being 
deemed unessential for persons of 
reason and understanding. 

Yet a piety of outlook and state- 
ment, reminiscent of the Chinese, 
has gradually crept into It, of which 
the bulletins of Japanese Gencrals 
and Admirals ore among the must 
sallent examples. Its gods and sub- 
fods aro practically innumerable, 
tradition roughly ‘assessing thelr 
number at “from eighty to olsht 
hundred myriads.” . 
Ancestor Worship 


The chief delties are, quite logi- 
cally in uw Nuture-religion, the sods 
of the’ sun, moon, and carth, of the 
elements, of the house, und others 
of more abstract quality and origin, 

This belief is, of course, mercly an 
extension of the primitive iden that 
everything in Nature has a soul of its. 
own, Which Is known to students of 
comparative religion as “the doctrine 
of spirits.” 

In Scotland, in ancient And pree 
Celtic times, the aboriginal folk 
would appear to have possessed a 
falth very similar in its general fea- 
tures—a systern of thought which 
loft its r:mnants and traditions in 
the beliet in fatrics, who, we now 
know, are chiefly ancestral shapes, 
the spirits of those dead who dwelt 
in trezs, rocky, and caves awalting 
rebirth, 

Along with these yrenter divinities 
are associated deified kings and 
sayes, but In| Japan searecly ony 
object escap:s having a spirit or god 
attached to it, from the wind that 
RWweeps ncross the cherry orchard to 
the kellles and pots on the hearth, 

But the central, cflective, and 
oMcial ‘position in” this spiritual 
gnloxy is that of the Imperial dynas- 
ty, which is descended from the 
most importunt Nature gods.. The 
Emperor himself ts its high priest par 
execlitnce, and certain castes of 
priests among the hereditury priest. 
hood also cluim a divine ancestry. 

Indeed, as me proceeded, the 
ancestral portion of this system of 
bellef became paramount, ond it is 
not Improbable that this Influenco Js 
chlefly of Chinese origin. 

Shinto tenipies nre severely plain. 
and Idols are practically unknown, 
the rtpresentutions of gods In Japan- 
ese art being duc almost entirely to, 
the debared Chinese version of In- 
dian Buddhism which was Introduced 
into the islands. 

But ench Shinto shring dedicated 
ton fod contains the shintal, or 
“god-body," of the dcity, the symbol 
of his mitumn, ot “august soul.” This 
may be n stone or a pillow or, indeed, 
any sacred obicct. 

Above all, Shinto Is un domestle rc- 
lgion, every house having Sts shrinc. 
at. which offerings are _mnude dally 
with scrupulous picty. These usual- 
Sy consist of food nnd drink for the 
spirits of the family ancestors, 
Many Festivals :

In Russia to-day there are 28,600 
cinemas, as agains! 1,0Y5 in 1917, and, 
though there js a tendency in cities | 
where alternative entertainment Hy 
provided to support the theutro in 
preference to tne cinema, the ex- 
punsun of tne Musgian tum industry 
iy steadily proceeding. In 1936 
attendances in cinemas throughout the 
Soviet Union numbered 650,000,000, 
These facts are containcd In o re- 
port on the Russian film industcy 
puolished in the journal of the British 
Asyociation of Cl.e-Tecnnicians, Tne 
report has ‘been prepared by Mr. 
Tnorold Dickinson and Mr. Alan! 
Lawson, two members of the general! 
council of the associatlon, who were 
given. every facility by the Soviet 
Government to examine the position 
of the Industry. 


The report does not review in detail 
the films scen by the visitors, but re- 
ference -is made to one or two recent 
productions. The film most enjoyed 
wus The Last Night, directed by M. 
Raisman, which told an exciting story 
of Moscow during the night before 
ne first day of the October. revolu- 
tlon. The scenario, it is reported, was 
well arranged, and the predomisance 
of actton over dialogue and the 
welcome presence of o thread of 
comedy made it possible to follow the 
film with a minimum of Mngulstic 
interpretation. The story. described 
tne events which linked two families 
during that night: one was a work- 
Myg-cuuss -lamuy, Wii every mem- 
ber well characterized and acted, the 
other, a wealthy family of the pro- 
fessional class,. with every member 
lacking character. This attitude to 
those not in sympathy with the pre- 
valling order turned a promising 
drama into commonplace propaganda. 

The proper development of the 
Sovict film industry, the report con= 
tinucs, will be nundicappea so 10ng 
os the present policy remains,.un- 
changed. “Thr present vigilance will 
in {ime have to be relaxed in favour 
of a regular exchange of ideas and 
product. with the world outside.” 
Natatka Poltaba, bascd on the 
Ukrainian opera of the same name, 
was made, for instance, by craftsmen 
who had no knowledge of what had 
been done outside Russia in the matter 
of filming opera. The result was a 
fim at once dull and uninspired.
